S.O. 166(E),—Whereas Secretary lo the Government of 
India, Ministry of Education and Culture, Department of 
Education, being the person who proposes to apply the funds 
of the National Welfare Fund for Sportsmen, New Delhi, in 
trust for cjharitablc purposes, has applied for vesting the 
funda mentioned in Schedule ‘A’ annexed hereto in the 
Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India and for the 
settlement of a scheme for the administration of the said 
funds; 

Now, therefore, the Central Government in exercise of 
the powers conferred by sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable 
Endowments Act 1890 (6 of 1890), and upon the application, 
as aforesaid, and with the concurrence of the Secretary to 
tie Government of India, Ministry of Education and Cul¬ 
ture, Departmfnt of Education, do hereby order that the 
money set out in Schedule ‘A’ annexed hereto shall, as from 
the date of publication of this notification, be vested in the 
Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India to be held by 
him and It is successors in office upon trust to hold the said 
moneys and the income thereof in accordance with the trust 
and terms set out in the scheme set forth in Schedule ‘B’, annex¬ 
ed hereto for the administration of the said funds; 

And it is hereby notified that the scheme set forth in 
Schedule ‘B’ annexed hereto has. under sub-section (1) of 
section 5 of the said Act, been settled for the administration 
of the said fund and under sub-seolion (3) of the said section 
5 of the said Act, it is hereby further ordered that it shall 
come into force with immediate effect. 

SCHEDULE ‘A’ 

Conti ibution of rupees one lakh made by the Government 
of India towards the funds of the national Welfare Fund for 
sportsmen. 

SCHEDULE ‘B’ 

Scheme for the administration of the National Welfare 
Fund for Sportsmen. 

1. The objects of the National Welfare Fund for Sports¬ 
men (hereinafter referred to as the Fund) shall be; 

(i) to provide suitable assistance to sportsmen injured 

during the period of their training for international 
competitions and also during the competitions, de¬ 
pending on the nature of the injury. 

(ii) to provide suitable assistance to the outstanding 

sportsmen who bring glory to the country in the 
international field and who arc disabled as an after 
cfifect of their strenuous training or otherwise 
and to provide them assistance by way of medical 
treatment or through grant of monthly pension or 
both, depending on tho merit of the case. 

(iii) to administer and apply the funds of the Fund to 

promote the welfare of the sportsmen generally in 
order to alleviate distress among them and their 
dependents in indigent circumstances ; and 

(iv) to do all other things which are incidental to the 

above objects. 

2, The objectives of the Fund shall extend to the whole 
of India, 


3. For the management and administration of the Fund, a 
General Committee shall be constituted consisting of tho fol¬ 
lowing members, namely— 

(1) ^finisfe^ of State for Education and Culture 

—Chairman, 

(2) Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of 

Education and Culture. 

(3) Financial Adviser. Ministry of Education and Cul¬ 

ture, 

(4) President, All India Council of Sports. 

(5) Chairman, Society for the National Institutes of 

Physical Education and Sports (SNIPES). 

(6) President, Indian Olympic Association. 

(7) President, Federation of Indian Chamber of Com¬ 

merce and Industry. 

(8) Thice vetern Sportsmen to be nominated by the 

Central Government. 

(9) Five iTpresenfatiyes of State Sports Councila/Statc 

Governments to be nominated by the Cential Gov¬ 
ernment. 

(10) Five representatives of the National Spoils Federa¬ 

tions to be nominated by the Central Government. 

(11) Director, Netaji Subhas National Institute of Sports, 

Patiala. 

(12) Joint Secretary (Sporls), Ministry of Education and 

Culture (Memher-Secretary-Treasurer). 

4. Not less than 8 members shall form a quorum. Ever) 
matter shall be determined by a majority of votes of the 
members present and voting on question. In case of equality 
of voles, the Chairman shall have a casting vote. 

5. The General Commitlee may fCinction notwithstanding 
any vacancy in its qonslitution, 

6. Subject to the provisions herein contained, the General 
Committee may frame, and vary, from time to time, as they 
think fit, rules for the conduct of their business. 

7. The funds of the Fund shall be vested in the Treasurer 
of Charitable Endowment? for India. 

8. (i) The General Committee may make rules for the regu¬ 
lation, management and for any other purpose cohnected 
with the execution of the funds of the Fund. 

(li) The Genera) Committee shall invest the proceeds of 
the sale or other disposal of the property as well as any monies 
or property not Immediately required to be used for the 
objects of the Fund in any one or more of tho modes of 
investment for the lime being authorised by law for the In¬ 
vestment of the trust monies as the General Committee may 
think proper. 

9. The General Committee may delegate to one or more 
of the members such of their powers as may, In the option 
of the General Committee, are merely ministerial acts and 
involve no discretion or are necessary and comfortable to 
common usage. 

10. Regular accounts of the monies in the funds shall be 
kept by the Secretary-Treasurer. 

11. All contracts and other assurances shall be in the name 
of the General Committee and signed on their beb^f by at 
least one of the members or Secretary-Treasurer, 

12. The General Committee may receive any endowment 
donation or other contributions in augmentation of any of 
the objects and general purpose of the Fund. They may also 
receive endowments, donations or other contributions for any 
speoial purposes connected with the charity not inconsistent 
with or calculated to impede the due working of the provi¬ 
sions of this Scheme.
